Wells. ‘ Blazing The W a y T h e 
book is well written and carries a 
world of history. We realize now 
that those who blazed the way 
and fought bark the Indians were 
heroes 
and 
heroines, 
but 
they 
didn t realize It and were merely 
doing what they considered nec­ 
essary and natural under the cir­ 
cumstances. All honor to them 
and I think it would be fitting 
for us to erect a monument in 
Comanche to the memory of them, 
engraving their names in marble. 
The Dove Creek Battle. 
Many Indian fights are recorded 
by 
Mrs 
Wells 
Including 
Dove 
Creek 
Uncle I>ave Cunningham 
gave me some details about the 
Dove Creek fight that I had never 
heard before He stated that when 
j it became known to Major Totten 
; the commander of the U.S. sol­ 
diers who were in that vicinity) 
that about 1000 Klckaooo Indians 
were camped on Dove Creek South 
of San Angelo. Major Totten call­ 
ed upon the settlers in Comanche 
¡County to join the U.S. Soldiers 
under Totten’s command to at- 
lat k 
ti e 
Indians. 
The 
Indians 
; were actually friendly and were 
not hostile and were on their wav 
, with their fam ilies and horses to 
Old Mexico. The settlers did not 
know that, but there was every 


j reason 
to 
believe 
that 
Totten 
knew it, and the settlers were de- 
cc ived by Totten who it was found 
later intended to rob the Indians 
of 
their 
1500 
head 
of horses. 
When the settlers found out later 
that they had been deceived they 
w»re pretty mad and there w;is 
some talk about doing harm to 
the maior The Indians had been 
trading 
at 
Frank 
Tankersley's 
store, which was close by and they 
had some suspicions that Tankers- 
ley 
had 
something to do 
with 
tipping off the whitemen to their 
whereabouts. In 1900 I went by 
and looked at the location of the 
Dove Creek battle and found that 
it was an ideal retreat for the 
Indians who were ramped in a 
live oak thirk* t where they and 
their horses were 
hidden, 
with 
plenty of water and a high bluff 
on the south bank of Dove Creek. 
So the Dove Creek battle was con­ 
sidered a mistake and should not 
have happened. The Dove Creek 
battle ground should be preserved. 
Thi* Hog ( reek B attle 
Uncle Dave told me that they 
had several brushes with the In ­ 
dians. The Indians were trying 
to get away and were being ch as­ 
ed by the settlers 
In the chase 
one Indian 
was killed and the 
white m en passed up his body 
and continued to follow the In­ 
dians. When the white men re­ 
turned the Indian’s body had been 
dragged around for several days 
by 
the 
coyotes 
and 
they 
had 
greased several acres of grass with 
the fat from his body Uncle Dave 
said then 
he decided 
that 
the 
fattest animal in the work; was 
man 
The Phantom Will Road 
TT.ut was the main road run­ 
ning through that country and 
I think contributed greatly to the 
settling of that country. There j 
wasn't a bridge or culvert in that 
country until about 1880. I should 
like to see that old road marked

been cut out which was long be­ 
fore the farming land had been 
enclosed, and without the inven­ 
tion of the Glidden patents in 
barbed wire, the development must 
have stopped.

Wright and Wilson ranch west of 
, Round Mountain, the J. W Greene

fenced in 1881 with wire hauled 
from De Leon that cost 11 cents

I remember 
the names of many of those wire 
cutters and it would surprise our 
present generation to hear their 
names.

deeds for as most of them were 
right young men. they must have 
realized in later years that they 
were wrong, and have regretted 
their sms.

Tragic Death of Ed Clark In M 
Is Told By J. R. Eanes, Historian 


AUGUST 18, 1944

D uring th e E iahtren Seventies 
and Eighteen Eighties the Indian 
T erritory, now O klahom a, was a 
hideout and rendezvous for all 
classes and grades of crim inals, 
T h e T erritory was under the ju r­ 
isdiction of the Federal D istrict 
C ourt located at Fort .Smith, Ar­

Massey was defended by two well 
known firm s of attorneys; M el­ 
lette 
and

As 
a rule these m urder trials in the 
Federal C ourt at Fort Sm ith were 
of short duration. The tim e con­ 
sum ed in the trial of this case 
and the array of defense attorneys 
indicates it to have been an u n ­ 
usual and hard fought case: and 
it was. 
As stated in the beginning, Ed 
Clark was an only child. He was 
a young m an of promise, wor­ 
shipped by hi* fathej and m o th ­ 
er. They plead with him to not 
“go up the tra il”. They knew he 
was fearless and venturesom e. He 
took great pride in his personal 
appearance. 
Always 
was 
well 
dressed for those days, rode the 
best horse he could obtain, w ant­ 
ed the best saddle and the best 
six shooter obtainable Ed’s father 
and m other were pioneers In this 
county. His fath er was a deter­ 
mined and fearless man and well 
and favorably known in the east 
part of Comanche County. 
Ed’s herd was sold at or near 
Dodge City. Kansas, and he wrote 
his father and mother he was on 
his way home. His letter indicat­ 
ed he was not coming with the 
group and from the receipt of this 
letter his parents were uneasy— 
and that was the last they heard 
from him. They knew the chances 
were against any m an on a good 
horse in the Territory, Tim e pass­ 
ed w hen he should have arrived 
an d the fath er and m other be­ 
cam e convinced 
i-.iat th eir 
son 
had been robbed and m urdered. 
Jo h n C lark did not wait long. 
He announced 
to his 
intim ate

Here they 
found th it E d’s traveling com­ 
panion was nam ed Bob Massey. 
The bootm aker specialized in cow 
boy boots and Ed dc ided he w ant­ 
ed a pair and 1 e and Massey

Clark and the m arshal followed 
the trail well down into the te r­ 
ritory and soon Massey was tra v ­ 
eling alone. A little further on 
they located Massey. He was ini 
possession of E d’s horse, saddle, 
si x.shooter and was wearing the 
boots m ade by th e K ansas boot­ 
m aker 
for 
Ed.

bootmaker 
identified M a.ssey as the m an who 
was with Ed while he m ade the 
boots for him an d identified the 
boots as thu bents m ade by him 
for Ed. Thg bootm aker was the 
m ajor w itness ior the G overn­ 
m e n t on th( trial of Massey, 
Ed C lark’s otiy was found well 
down in the Teirifcory buried in 
a shallow ravine and covered with 
rocks and brash. The body was 
buncd n?ar a sq u atter’s claim oc­ 
cupied by a m an by the nam e 
of Ingram . Ingram assisted John 
Clark Ln disinterring the ody of I 
his son and was a witness in the j 
trial 
of 
Massey. 
Ingram 
cam e j 
through C om anche some fifteen 1 
years ago and inquired if there 
was 
anyone 
in C om anche 
who 1 
knew th e w hereabouts of John 
W. Clark. He was referred to this 
w riter and in our interview he 
corroberated every phase of the 
robbery, m urder, search and trial I 
th a t I rem em bered to have h eard 
John C lark relate to my father, i 
Ed C lark's body was returned to 
Texas and Is buried in th e Albin 
Cem etery near P ettit. 
A fter seeing M assey locked in 
the F ort S m ith jail Jo h n C lark 
returned hom e and aw aited the 
trial. On leaving for th e trial he 
stated to intim ate friends th a t 
! he was going to Fort S m ith and 
I set through he trial and if the 
I verdict was “Not guilty" he would 
I kill M assey before he could leave 
I the bar. No one who knew him
